In order to accomplish this it is believed desirable 
that each field office furnish the Bureau a letter and include 
therein the identities of all Communist Party members in the 
field office territory who are also.members of the NAACP. 


Thereafter, such information will be included in the 
investigative report regularly submitted to the Bureau by each 
field office concerning communist infiltration of the NAACP. 


When this data has been submitted the Bureau will then 
possess a complete, current, factual and ready reference of the 
exact extent of Communist Party infiltration into the NAACP.

If you approve it is recommended that the attached 
plastiplate be approved in order that necessary copies can be 
made for transmittal to the field.
